JAPS ARE DRIVEN BACE. 
MUKDEN, Oct. 10.—This morning came 
> the news that the Japanese were being driven 
back along the whole front. But these are 
only advance guard successes. The heavy 
| work is still ahead, and a Russian victory 
will only be certain when the Russians re- 
enter Lisaoyange. Gen. Kouropatkin's task 
is a dificult one. The Japanese armies are 
| prepared to meet the Russians, and the ad- 
vance of the latter is expected to develop 
quickly. The decisive moment of the cam- 
paign is close at hand. 
| On the western front yesterday a party of 
| Caucasian scouts, while reconnoitering, fell 
'into an ambush of two companies of Jap- 
anese infantry, who fired a volley at the 
scouts. Before the latter could withdraw 
they lost ten wounded, including a lieuten- 
ant, Kousoff, and one man killed. 


TRY TO LAND AT PORT ARTHUR. 


Japs Gain a Foothold on Tache Bay, 
: East of Fortress, but Lose It 
Next Day. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
CHEFOO, Oct. 10, 11 p. m.—The Russian 
agent here announces that on the night of 
Oct. 5 the Japanese landed a force: from 
Tache bay, and the Russians retired, in the 
fate .of superior numbers. The next day, 
_ however, the Japanese were driven out by an 
artillery fire, one gun which they had mount- 
ed being destroyed. 


Russians Lose Three Ships. 
TOKIO, Oct. 10.—It is reported here that 
the Japanese recently centered a fire from the 
land: positions and from the fleet blockading 
Port Arthur on the west harbor, with the 
object of destroying the Russian fleet, and 
succeeded in sinking three vessels, the 
names and character of which are unknown. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 10.—A dispatch 
from the Russian headquarters at Mukden { 
today says the land blockade of Port Arthur 
has been weakened, that the Japanese at 
IAaoyang have been reinforced by 15,000 men 
by way of Newchwang, and that they expect 
“Saree additional divisions in a few days.

TRAP AUTOS IN PARKS, 


LAW VIOLATION CRUSADE OUT- 
LINED FOR TOMORROW. 


Commissioners Promise Their Aid to 
the City Authorities, and the Police 
Will Be Out with Their Fastest 

| Horses—Unnumbered Machines Are 

te Be Escorted Outside Limits—John 

Farson Is 1,000 Miles Away—Decal- 

comanies Will Not Count. | 


Automobile- day-"* will ‘be observed: to- 
morrow in all the city parks and boulevards. 

The park policemen will get out their 
fleetest horses, their lariats, ahd their rope 
barriers and round up all the automobiles 
having: no numbers and escort them out of 
the park limits. City patrolmen will join 
in the chase. - : 
(And John Farson 1,000 miles away.) 
City Electrician Ellicott has said it. The 
ukase went forth last evening from the city 
hall. The park boards also have said they 
“will do anything the city requests to en- 
force the automobile ordinance, which ‘hos 
been flouted : by the owners of expensive 
touring cars, speeded through boulevards 
and parks by imported chauffeurs reckless 
of life and limb.’’ 
(President John Farson of the Automobile 
club is in New York.) 


“Decalcomanies” No Protection. 


“ Decalcomanies ’"’ wont’ goon Wednesday. 
A decalcomanied machine will be *‘ pinched 2 
just the same as the rest, although John Far- 
gon himself were riding in it. 

The decalcomanies’”’ belong to the Chi- 
cago Automobile club. The other day, when 
President Farson was remonstrated with be- 
cause the club had passed up (with scorn) 
the numbering clause of the automobile ordi- 
nance, Mr. Farson said: ¢ 

“Pooh, pooh,”’y or words to that effect, 
“ supposing we don’t carry numbers. All our 
machines have decalcomanies and can easily 
be identified.”’ 

As it is now understood, however, a de- 
calcomanie, even if it is as big as a Mexican 
hat, won’t be any “ king’s X ” with a park 
policeman. 

(Mr. Farson all this time is down east and 
no one can break the- news, because it isn't 
known exactly where he is.) 

Asks Co-operation of Boards. 

“The coéperation of the park boads was 
all I was waiting for,’ said Mr. Ellicott last 
evening. ‘‘ Now that has come we shall begin 
‘at once to enforce the ordinance.” 

“How soon does that mean?” 

“Inside of forty-eight hours.” 

(It is generally conceded Mr. Farson will 
be vexed.) 

Mr. Ellicott added that he had received an 
official communication fram the west park 
board expressing willingness to carry out 
provisions of the ordinance in any manner 
the city saw fit and that he had unofficial in- 
formation that the south and north park 
boards would take a similar position. | 

(Mr. Farson hasn't heard about it, and no 
one knows when he is coming home.) 

The determination cf the city authorities 
to “get busy’ with the automobiles has 
been. caused largely by the numerous ac- 
cidents, the direct consequence of reckless- 
ness of chauffeurs, most of them driving un- 
numbered machines. 


Would Bar Unnumbered Autos. 

Henry G. Foreman, president of the south 
side park system, said over the telephone: 

**T am in favor of excluding all unrium- 
bered machines from the park, and the 
city's request will be carried out by the 
south park police. No exception will be 
made in: favor of members of the Chicage 
Automobile club. With all due respect to 
those gentlemen, it is my belief that they. 
should put numbers on their machines, We 
have had a great deal of trouble with 
scorching automobilists and have arrested 
many. The numbered tags are essential for 
identification purposes.” 

(All parties admit that Mr. Farson will 
make a quick run home as soon as he hears 
about it.) 

“J am in favor of enforcing the ordinance,” 
said W. . Tracy, president of the Lincoln 
park board, “ and we will do everything pos- 
sible to aid the city. We continually are ar- 


-pesting violators of the speed ordinance." 


Believes in Fifteen Mile Limit. 

The park commissioners said there would 
be no objection to a speed limit of fifteen 
miles an hour if the rule were enforced. The 
trouble was, tley affirmed. that many 
chauffeurs believe twenty-five or thirty les 
an hour the proper speed for a boulevard. 
The city ordinance fixes a limit of ten miles. 
In the office of the city electrician it was 
said that notwithstanding that members of 
the Chicago Automobile club are parties com- 
plainant to the injunction restraining the 
city from interfering with unnumbered club 
machines, many of the club something 
like 45 per cent—had appeared and taken out 
licenses and numbers. It also was said that 
ten of these who had figured in the ¢lub’s 


suit said it was without their wish or ap- 


proval. There are 3,000 automobiles in use,

Testimony at Court Martial of Georgia 
Militiamen Incriminates Captain R. 
M. Hitch. 


Savannah, Ga., Oct. 10.—The court martial 
ordered by Gov. Terrell to try Capt. Robert 
M. Hitch and other officers of the Georgia 
state troops on charges of incompetency and 
dereliction of duty in connection with the 
Statesboro lynchings, began its sitting here 
this morning.

I did not see 
the second section pass, but Horton saw 
a train following the first section which he 
thought was the second section.”

No. 50, instead of the second section | 
of No. 30. 

The freight conductor tho 
knew what he was doing a 
the passing train himself. 

The trains wrecked were a passenger of 
four cars and a heavy freight. The passen- 
ger was the second section of regular passen- 
ger train No. 30, hich left Wichita, Kas., 
for St. Louis last night, and the freight was 
an extra. 

The regular passenger train. No. 30, had 
been cut in two at Pleasant Hill of account 
of the heavy load and an engine attached to 
thé front car of the second half, without a 
baggage car as a buffer. 

The extra freight had sidetracked at Mont- 
serrat for the first section of No. 30, which 
earried signals that a second section was 
following. 

Thought One Train Another. 

This ‘vas followed by passenger train No. 
tO, which the freight crew took foxg.the sec- 
ond section of No. 30. The freigM pulled 
out of the side track and three mile west met 
the second section. 

The impact telescoped the tender of the 
passenger engine into the front car, which 
was loaded with passengers, and it was here 
that the sacrifice of life took place. 

. The accident happened on a down grade 
from both directions, and at a spot knowm to 
the railroad men as Dead Man's Curye.”’. 

Kioth trains had put on extra eteam to 
carry them up the opposite hills, and when 
they met at the curve at the lowest point 
they were running at a terrific rate. 

The tender of the passenger engine literally 
cut the coach in two in the center and never 
‘stopped until it had‘ plowed 'itself half way 
through the car and its passengers, killing 
those in the forward cnd instantly and 
mangling all within reach in a most horrible 
manner. 

Many who were not killed outright were so 
terribly injured that they died before they 
could’ be removed from the débris. Many 
of the dead were almost unrecognizable. 

The dead were placed upon flat cars and 
brought to this city. The wounded were 
sent to the hospital at Sedalia. 

The afternoon was taken up in identifying 
the dead.

The chief prosecutor in the case is J. W. 
Midgley, who, ever since he retired from the 
chairmanship of the Western Traffic associa- 
tion five or six years ago, has been investi- 
gating private car lines. He claims to be 
acting ‘on behalf of J. Pierpont Morgan, E. 
H. Harriman. J. J. Hill, George J. Gould, and 
ether big railroad mén, who, he says, are 
bitterly opposed to private ownership of cars.

Midgley ie acting on: behalf of himself or 
others who are — as to own pri- 


vate cars. 
Armour Admits Loan to Watson. 

‘Mr. Armour, in answer to questions, re- 
ferred the investigators to George Robbins, 
vice president of the Armour Car line. He 
si@ Mr. Robbins was more familiar with 
ahose matters than he, and he woyld much 

that Mr. Robbins take the stand and 

enlighten the commission. 

“Mave you made it a practice, Mr. Ar- 
‘gour,” asked Attorney Marchand, “ to loan 
lange amounts Of money to some of the com- 
panies using your cars to ship fruit?’’ 

“Wo, sir, I have not,’’ promptly replied 
Mr. Armour. 

“Do you remembér of making a loan to 
James &. Watson of the Porter Bros. com- 

ny? Mr. Watson testified before Referee 
Eastman that you did.”’ 

“That instance was an exception,” ex- 
plained Mr. Armour. “I did make a loan to 
him, I believe.” 

“What were the circumstances surround- 
ing this huge loan?’’ asked the attorney. 
“That is a business matter,”’ replied Mr. 


ur. 
Denies Special Concessions. 


Mr. Robbins then took the witness stand. 
He also was unwilling to answer all ques- 
tions. “He testified that the Armour car line 
had contracts with the Michigan Central rail- 
road cOMpany and the Pére Marquette rail- 
way company, but that if any rate lower 
than the tariff rate was made to those com- 
panies it was because of some concession in 
the service. For instance, he said, some of 
the cars might not have been iced as often 
@s other cars and a better rate was made. 
He insisted that no railroad was shown 
special favors. 

F. O. Becker, head of the inspection bureau 
of the railroads west, testified that the cars 
of Armour & Co. were not. always inspected 
tw ascertain if the contents were the sameas 
the bill of lading represented, but that cars 
of other companies were. He said the big 
companies offered their books for inspection 
at all times, and that his department had 
confidence in the big companies. 


Midgley on the Stand. 
Mr. Midgley was the first witness of the 


hearing. de declared that the system.of pri- 
Yate ownership of cars “*‘ had the railroad 


companies firmly in its grasp.’’ 


After he had festified that the packing 
companies” owning private car systems 
brought hardships on the railroad compa- 
nies as well as the shippers, he was inter- 
rupted by the attorney for the commission. 

“ Now, you are more familiar with the sys- 
tem complained of than any one else,’’ said 
Mr, Marchand. “How can the system be 
disposed of?” 

“ My solution is the per diem system,” re- 
plied.the witness. Put cars 
on the basis of 50 cents a day for so much 
weight; stock cars 30-cents a day, and other 
cars 20 cents a day. I can state authorita- 
tively that there is a New York company 
backed with $50,000,000 ready to buy these 
cars. That would be a solution. The pack- 
ere would then have to pay the same rates 
as other shippers.’ 

Mr. Midgley further testified that the com- 


Panies owning the cars on any commodity 


make the markets. The car company which 
now controls the price of beef, he said, is 
rapidly securing the dairy trade. 


Have a Monopoly. 


Commissioner Prouty asked the witness 
why other companies could not be organized 
to Dulld cars and £o into competition. 

“It would be useless,” explained Mr. Midg- 
ley, “for the simple reason that these com- 
panies have a monopoly. The railroad com- 
panies are under contract to handle certain 
commodities only in the refrigerator cars of 
the big packing companies. If a railroad 
Sompany should break this contract the big 
company having the monopoly would black- 
ligt that railroad. If the Armour company 
and the Standard Oil company should take 
Melr patronage from any one railroad line 
there bey be a big hole in the earnings of

The plea advanced by the company against 
the city’s attempt to oust it from the streets 
in question is that the franchise covering 
those streets does not expire till 1907. It 
admits that the original ordinance was 
passed in 1884 and that it provided for a 
term of twenty years. But it holds thatthe 
-ordinanee of 1884 was superseded by an 
ordinance which was granted in 1887 and 
which purported-to “confirm” the 1884 
rights. The twenty years mentioned in the 
former ordinance must therefore be com- 
puted from the date of the passage of the 
latter. 
On the 17th of February last the company: 
not entertain this opinion. On that day 
it petitioned the city coun¢il for a renewal 
of its Chicago Passenger railway franchises. 
and said that those franchises expired “ gt 
yarying dates, beginning with Apri] 21, 
1904." There are no streets on which any 
Chicago Passenger railway franchise could 
possibly be said to expire on April 21, 1904, 
except those streets now in dispute. In 
other words, the Union Traction company 
admitted last February that its rights in 
the streets which it has been ordered by the 
city council to vacate would expire this year, 
but now as a consequence of some more of 
its pertinacious antiquarian researches it 
discovers that it will continue to have rights 
for three years longer. i 
No layman can presume to say what re- 
lation these facts will bear to one another 
when they are introduced into the atmos- 
phere of the legal mind. The court may 
hold that the company’s afterthought was 
correct and that the confirmatory ordinance 
extended the term of the original grant. But 
no matter what the court’s decision may be, 
the citizens of Chicago wil! feel that the 
company’s action in postponing its plea till 
the city was just about to take possession is 
simply one more indication of the spirit in 
_ which it is conducting its fight. , 


A WEAK REGISTRATION. 
Saturday's registration was spiritless, 
feeble, «<lisgraceful.. Notwithstanding tlie 
increase in population it fell 30,000 behind 
the first day’s registration in 1896. It is 
true that a great national issue—the honest 
money issue—stirred the hearts of the peo- 
ple then.. They rushed to the registry 
booths, though the weather was villainous, 
while last Saturday it was charnilng and 
they staid away. But this year there is a 
great state and local question—the new 
Every Chicagoan who desires bet- 
ter government and local improvements 
ought to have been in haste to register. 
There must be a better showing 
Tuesday, which will be the last day of regis- 
tration. There ought to be a turnout which 
will put the number of names on the books 


~. far above the total of 1896. 


What will the people in the country dis- 
tricts think if they are‘told that there has 
been a scanty, puny registration in Chicago? 
Some may ascribe it to republican and others 
te democratic apathy. The greater number 

will say that it indicates indifference to the 
charter amendment in Chicago, where it 
should get an enormous and unanimous vote. 
Country people may say, “If they do not 


| how ‘necessary victory is, the more speedily 


take enough interest in their amendment to 
register, why should we bother to vote for. 
it?” 

That is a real danger. So, the weak regis- 
tration of last Saturday should be made 
good by the ample and overflowing registra- 
tion of next Tuesday. The man who does. 
not register this year is no friend of Chicago. 
Not because he cuts himself off from voting 
for national and state officers, nor because 
he deprives himself of the right: to vote at 
the spring primaries, but because he deliber-. 
ately refuses to assist in giving the city that 
better system of government, the lack of 
which is stifling It. 


THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


Kouropatkin advances. He has set out 
to relieve Port Arthur. He is taking the 
offensive in full force. All this is tolerably 
evident from his words to his troops. 
“ Now the moment to go to meet the enemy 
has come. . . . The forces of the Man- 
churian army are strong enough to begin a 
forward movement. ... . Remember 


to relieve our brothers at Port Arthur.” 
Kouropatkin’s prestige and the morale of 
his troops would be seriously impaired if, 
after such a@ defiance, he failed to move, 
The Russian advance must be meant. 

The Russians are staking the war on their | 
forward movement. If they roll the Japs 
back to the sea and relieve Port Arthur they 
win the war. But if this movement 
fails as disastrously as it may, the Russians 
lose both this year’s campaign and the war. 

And, therefore, the Russian. advance 
means earlier peace whichever way the vic- 
tory goes. 

After Liaoyang the Russians announced 
for their plan of campaign a Fabian policy. 
They were to fortify and, if attacked, to 
take from behind their breastworks heavy 
toll of their assailants. If necessary to fall 
back fighting, to fortify again and repeat 
the operation. They were to delay, delay, 
delay, while they reinforced, reinforced, re- 
inforeed. Next year would come the second 
army with Gen. Grippenberg in. command. 
Then the two armies were to advance to- 
gether, irresistibly submerging in a sea of 
numbers the valor, resourcefulness, and 
strategy of their foes. : 

This plan would exhaust both nations, 
but it seemed apt to exhaust Japan first. 
Why, then, have the Russians abandoned 
it? Why are they going to “ stake all on one 
throw of the iron dice” of war? Probably 
because Port Arthur is tottering to its fall 
and must be relieved now or never. 

And once the flag of the Rising Sun floats 
over Port Arthyr, even the deluge of a mil- 
lion Muscovites could not haul it down again } 
if the mikado retained control of the sea. 
What are Kouropatkin’s chances for suc- 
cess? His army equals, or slightly exceeds, 
Oyama’s. Thus far, at least, the Japanese 
have been the better soldiers, man for man. 
The reinforced lessons of the present war 
are that if the two armies meet in equal 
numbers on the open field the chances of 
victory lie strongly with the Japs. But 
since the Japanese are to be behind intrench-. 
ments while the Russians attack, it seems. 
all the more probable that the Russians will 
be thrown back in their present movement. 

If Kouropatkin relieves Port Arthur he 
will take rank as one of the greatest com- 
manders of all history. . 

But the chances are 5 to 1 that he will fail. ; 


‘WHAT THE “OPEN DOOR” IS. | 

The “open door” has been talked and 
written about during the last four years. It 
has been mentioned in presidential messages 
and commended in party platforms. Al! in- 
telligent Americans ought to know precisely | 
whatit means, but they don’t. 

There are men who think “ open door” 
has something to do with religion. They 
have an indistinct recollection that the 
words occur somewhere in a hymn. Sothey 
think—like the person who recently stood a 
civil service examination for a place in the 
public library, who was asked about the 
“open door ”’—that it means missionaries 
are to have the right to goa to China and 
work there without molestation. There are 
others who have an idea that the “ open. 
door” is a right of spoliation, is the reser- 
vation to ‘every nation of the right to do 
about-as it pleases in China—to seize prov- 
inces of the empire and make them their 
own, . 

Perhaps the best brief definition of the 
“ open door” is that of Secretary Hay in his 
note of July, 1900, to the great powers of 
Burope, in which he said it was the policy 
of the United States to safeguard for the 
world “the principle of equal and impartial 
trade with all parts of the Chinese empire ” 
—Americans, Germans, Englishmen; Japa- 
nese, Russians, and merchants of other 
countries to stand on the same footing in 
Chinese ports. 
| There would be greater danger of the 
closing of the “ open door.”’ if Huropean na- 
tions were to lease or otherwise acquire con- 
trol over Chinese provinces. Some of those. 
nations at least would discriminate against 
all products save their own. The cotton 
cloths, for instance, made by their subjects 
would be let into their Chinese territories 
duty free, while those made by others would 
be heavily taxed. For that reason, among 
others, the United States has insisted so 
energetically and successfully on the preser- 
vation of the territorial integrity of China. 

The “ open door” has nothing to do with : 
religion, but relates. exclusively to trade. 
It is not a menace to China but a protection. 
It means only that all countries shall stand 
on the same footing when competing for the 
custom of the Chinese. Special privileges 
for none, but a free field for all. 


STOP THE RAILROAD SLAUGHTER. 

Yesterday a freight and a passenger train 
on the Missouri Pacific, both going at full 
speed, tried to pass on the same track. 
Twenty-seven men and women on their way 
to the world’s fair were killed and many 
were badly injured. 7 | 

There appears to be no question as to how 
the collision happened. Tlip freight train 
had been ordered to wait at a particular 
siding until the passenger train went by. A 
passenger train did pass and the freight 
pulled out, and the collision ensued.

The one 
the freight crew saw was the first section, 
and they ran into the second section at a 
cut felicitously called “* Dead Man’s Bend.”

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENGY | 


Copyright: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


ING ALFONSO since leaving San Se- 
bastian has been at his palace of 

La Granja, an abode strangely neg- 
lected by his mother when king 
regent during the sixteen years of 

his minority, but which since he has come 
into the posegession of his inheritance has 
become once more famous as the Versailles 
of Spain. Situated. some forty miles from 
Medrid, in a sheltered recess of the moun- 
tains, among pine forests, 4,000 feet above 
the level “of the sea, this beautiful palace 
and park owe their creation to King Philip 
Vv. It was there that he abdicated in 1724 
in favor of his son, at whose death in the 
same year he resumed his crown, and where 
he Hes entombed with his first wife. It, was 
there, too, that Godoy, Prince of the Peacc, 
the infarmoug favorite’of King Charles IV. 
and of his equally ignoble consort, signed 
that treaty which practically surrendered 
Spain to Napoleonic France. Among. the 
relics of the palace chapel of La Granja is. 
the “baculo’’ or etaff of St. Elizabeth of 
Hungary, which is always placed in the 
hands of the queens of Spain at child birth 
with a view of. preserving their lives and of 
at the same time bringing blessings upon 

the infant. 

Although King Alfonso has attdined his 
majority and has assumed the responsibili- 
ties and the cares of the rulership of Spain

Don Alfonso Merry del Val, who has been 
with the young king since his childhood, is 
the brother of the cardinal secretary of 
state of the pope, and a son of that old diplo- 
mat who for so many years represented 
Spain as ambassador in turn at Washington, 
in London, at Vienna, and at the vatican. 

Like the cardinal secretary of state he 
was born in England, was educated there 
at the Roman Catholic college of Stony- 
hurst, achieving considerable distinction in 
the cricket fleld and as a football player. 
His maternal grandmother was an Irish 
woman, and hie mother, though her father 
was a Spaniard, was brought up altogether 
in England, so that it is not surprising that 
he should speak English without the traco 
of any Yoreign accent and should be im-. 
bued with Anglo-Saxon ideas on the sub- 
ject of sport and of life in general . 

At the same time it is well to keep in mind 
the relationship of the king's private secre- 
tary, an English tutor, with his brother, the 
cardinal secretary of state. It goes far to 
account for the clerical leanings of the young 
king, as opposed to the liberal sentiments 


an archdmuchess of the house of Hapsburs, 
gave evidence throughout her sixteen years 
of regency. 

In fact, the young king, under the guidance 
Don Alfonso Merrydel 
Val, and of his brother-in-law, the prince 
of the Asturias, a scion of the most reac- 
tionary branch of the house of Bourbon, 
has completely taken the place of Don Car- 
los as the champion of everything that is 
most extreme and ultramontane in church 
matters in Spain, with the result that the 
liberals, who were formerly in the days 
of the regency and of the premiership of 
old Sagasta adherents of the dynasty, have 
now abandoned the camp of the latter and 
are making common cause with the repub- 
licans and with the socialists. : 

King Edward is said to have conferred the 
“chain ’’ of the royal Victorian order upon 
the emperors of Austria and of Russia. As 
no explanation of this distinction will be 
found in the contemporary works of refer- 
ence, it may be as well to state that the 
**chain”’ of the Victorian order is a special 
grade, one degree higher than that’ of 
knight grand cross of the order. | 

The possessors of the “ chain ” of the Vic- 
torian order, in lieu of adorning themselves 
with the ribbon thereof crossing the breast 
from the right shoulder to the left hip, wear 
the badge of the order suspended from the. 
neck by means of a gold chain, and, of course, 
the star of the order pinned to the left breast. 
Lord Curzon is, so far as I am aware, the 
only nonroyal personage to possess the 
“chain” of the Victorian order, which was 
conferred upon him by the king through the 
duke of Connaught at the time of the corona- 
tion durbar at Delhi. 

The only order that I can recall at the 
present moment which has knights of the 


is the order of Hohenzollern in the gift of 
the German kaiser, and when a digpitary has 
received from the latter the “chain” of 
the Hohenzollern order it means that there 
is nothing more in the shape of honors of 
this kind to confer upon him. 2 

The “ chain " must not be confounded with 
the so-called ‘“‘ collar’’ of the order, which 
is worn dy all knights grand cross of Eng- 
lish orders on what are known as “ collar 
days.”” The collar, in of being composed 
of an ordinary gold chain, consists of an 
elaborate system of links, each one of which 
is formed of one of the emblems or badges 
of the order. Thus the collar of the order 
of the garter is made up of alternate gar- 
ters and roses of gold; that of the order of 
St. Andrew of thistles, while the collar of 
the Irish order of St. Patrick has the links 
of its collar composed of gold shamrocks 
and harps. ae 

There is one thing to be noted in connec- 
tion with the detention of Princess Louise 
of Belgium, wifé of Prince Philip of Coburg, 
as a lunatic in the sanitarium of Dr. Pier- 
son near Dresden. During her stay there 
she was visited On several occasions by her 
aunt. the countess of Flanders, and by her 
cousin, the now widowed Queen Caroija of 
Saxony. 

Both of these royal ladies are on the worst 
possible terms with Prince Philip of Coburg 
and do not countenance the mode of life of 
King Leopold. They are women of the loftiest 
principle and rectitude, renowned for their 
kindness of heart, for their charity, and for 
their cleverness. 

If Princess Louise had been so sane as it 
is claimed that she was during her detention 
in the sanitarium, Queen Carola, and the 
countess of Flanders, who is consort of King 
Leopold’s only brother and heir, would never 
have consented for one moment to her being 
kept under restraint, but would have brought 
their all powerful influence to bear in favor 
of her immediate liberation. The fact that 
the queen and the countess, who not only 
visited Princess Louise but spent several 
afternoons with her at the sanitarium, tak- 
ing her out for long drives, should have been 
consenting parties to her detention, furnishes 
in the eyes of all sensible people a convincing 
proof that the unfortunate wife of Prince 
Philip of Coburg was not in her right mind.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


WRITINGS OF SAMUEL ADAMS. 
First Volume Issued of a New Collection 
of the Patriot's Letters, etc. 

Harry Alonzo Cushing is editing a new col- 
lection of “ THE WRITINGS OF SAMUEL 
ADAMS,” the first volume of which has just 
been issued by G. P. Putnam's Sons, New 
York. The scope of the first volume is from 
1764-1769 inclusive, and it comprises seventy- 
seven documents, letters, and newspaper 
articles written during those years. Many 
of the communications to the press made by 
Adams—and he was an indefatigable laborer 
in the fleld of journalism—were unsigned or 
else bore fictitious names or initials. From 
private and public collections, from libraries, 
and state archives Mr. Cushing has brought 
forth these records of the work of this father 
of the republic. , 

As a private citizen, as a member of the 
state legislature and of the national congress, 
Adams proved constantly his sterling worth, 
his courage, his patriotism, and his ability. 
He was one of the first to raise his voice 
against the oppression of the mother country 
and he may be said never to have lowered it. 
He was uncompromisingly for the independ- | 
ence of the colonies, and it ig largely due to, 
his attitude, to his courageous demeanor, and 
his never ending flow of private and public 
correspondence that Massachusetts took the 
brave stand she did in defying Great Britain. 
Later on his force and ability made him 
equally prominent in the councils of. the na- 
tion. 

He never missed an opportunity of address- 
ing the public through the press or of forc- 
ing his point by private letter when a new 
wrong was put upon the colonies by England 
and the directness of his attack and the keen- ° 
ness of his logic are sometimes surprising. 
The mere manual labor of producing this- 
mass of correspondence is considerable, and 
when we realize that the two Adamses, War- 
ren, Otis, and a thousand others were doing 
the same thing, one can get some faint idea of 
the ferment that was going on in Boston 
town in those momentous years, 

The reading of these letters induces the 
liveliest interest in the time and brings home 
much more forcibly the events which were 
shaping themselves than any second hand 
history could do.

Miss Elliott returned to the Illinois last 
evening. The audience was not one which 


welcome it accorded the popular actress 
when she first entered was hearty, and the 
recalls and the Hberal applause during the 
evening spoke of pleasure and satisfaction 
in her and her work. She was seen in “ Her 
Own Way,” the Clyde Fitch drama which 
she used during her week’s engagement in 
Chicago last February. 

It is the best made of all the Fitch society 
plays, and, although it frequently sounded 
tinkly and insignificant after the Shak- 
spearean drama which patrons of the Illinois 
had heard durtmg the last three weeks, it is 
nevertheless interesting. And, as presented 
‘by Miss Elliott and her capable company, is 
effective and pleasantly entertaining. 

Miss Elliott returns to us with her phys- 
ical attractiveness in no wise changed or im- 
paired, and her histrionic abilities have 
known no alteration unless’ it be in the line 
-of increased surety of dramatic touch and 
added skill in the handling of the lightly 
emotional scenes the play contains. The me- 
chanical has been kept agreeably absent 
from her performance, and last night she 
gratified all her admirers and well wishers 
by work which was charming in its natural- 
ness, blitheness, and true joyousness in the 
playful comedy scenes, ané was admirable 
in the sweet womanliness and delicate re- 
finement which distinguished the moments 
of sentiment and roused feeling. The por- 
trayal has been enriched with many fine de- 
tails, and yet the natural is never sacrificed 
or lost sight of. 

The third act, which is the most difficult 
one of the play, is exceptionally well done by 
Miss Elliott, and again last evening: con- 
vinced that the actress has histrionic capa- 
bilities which are by no means exhausted by 
any demands the Fitch play makes on her. 


The cast has known two important changes 
since the former engagement here. The réle 
of Sam Coast, formerly assumed by Mr. 
Courtleigh, is now in the hands of James 
Carew, and Fanny Addison Pitt, instead of 
Miss Vincent, now has the character of the 
stepmother, Mrs. Carley. Mr. Carew plays 
Coast in a coarser tone than did Mr. Court- 
leigh. He emphasizes the illiteracy of the 
man and the lack of inherent refinement. 
This man is unmistakably of common stock 
—his language, his behavior, his clothes all 
evidence it. | 
While the lines of the part certainly justify 
Mr. Carew in such a portrayal, it is doubtful 
if his so doing adds anything to the dra- 
matic effectiveness and_the credibility of the 
play. In fact, it is believed that such a pro- 
cedure tends to take from Mr. Fitch's 
improbable and artificial plot one of its most 
valuable and important claims to the specta- 
tor’s credulity. It is only by making Coast 
a gentleman, so far as outward polish and 
veneer are concerned, that the onlooker can 
be led to think that there may after all be 
some possibility of the man’s ultimately win- 
ning the hand of a woman so refined and sen- 
sitive as is Georgiana. His determination to 
win her and his unbounded confidence in the 
power of money to accomplish ali things must 
have in them an element of bigness and over- 
whelming sincerity which compel admira- 
tion. Their effect must not be weakened by 
the man’s coarseness and want of manners. 
If they are, then the whole plot falls to pieces 
and the play fails to convince. Mr. Court- 
leigh emphasized the decision and the 
egotism of Coast and thus made his confident 
speeches ring so true that. the hearer could 
but admire the man, but Mr. Carew wins 
only laughter for them. 


| 
Miss Pitt plays Mrs. Carley so as to win 
laughter from the audience, but her por- 
trayal lacks the unconscious humor which 
Miss Vincent gave the part. Miss

HE grape ranks high among fruits use- 
ful to mankind in flavor and in nutri- 
. tive value. . The proportion of the vari- 
ous food properties found in the grape 
affects greatly its value as a food. 
Fruits are divided into two general classes— 
food fruits and flavor fruits, the former 
being those containing more than 20 per 
ge the latter those containing 
r cent or more of water. Grapes stan 
midway between these two. t 
The purpose of fruit must be remembered 
as that of attracting birds, and it is de- 
signed for beauty rather than usefulness, 
and we must not expect to find high food 
value in it. But it holds an important place 
in our dietary. In fact, the housekeeper who 
| 


wants to simplify her housework can fin¢ 
no better place to begin than by using fruit: 
attractively served instead of complicatel} 
made desserts.

wives want none of chemicals in their food 


to preserve the juice without fermentation, 


Grapes contain water, proteid, ether ex-_ 


a stage of understanding which enables ug 


supplies, the mechanical are the means at 
their hands. .The first consideration, when 
dealing with bacteria, is to learn its resist- 
ing power to heat and apply that amount and 
no more. Now, in putting up grape juice it 
will be noted that the sterilization of the 
bottle and cork is of equal importance 
with the sterilization of the juice. As com- 
mon mold spores resist heat about 212 de- 
grees Fahrenheit (boiling point), they should 
be “‘ steamed at 240 degrees Fahrenheit for 
at least fifteen minutes ’’—so says a bulletin 


-of the agricultural department. This bul- 


letin goes on to state that grape juice is 
sterilized at 170 degrees Fahrenheit, while 
anything above 200 degrees changes its fla- 
vor. Therefore it is well for the housekeeper 
to use a thermometer if possible; if not, let 


your juice steam, but do not let it boil. 


The grapes should be sound and not over- 
ripe. They may be pressed, as in a cider 
mill, or put in a clean bag which can be hung 
up and twisted. Im heating, always use a 
double boiler or crock standing in water, and 
remember the instructions for heat. After 
letting it stand twenty-four hours, strain 
through several thicknesses of woolen cloth 


and bottle, and set the bottles in water which 


is brought to the simmering point. Then 
cork and seal with paraffin. 

Many agreeable drinks and desserts can 
be made with grape juice, and it is a health- 
ful addition to one’s diet in winter, when 
fruit is hard to get and costly. Combined 
with lemon and orange juice, it makes a de- 
lightful drink, and a good fruit sauce makes 
a simple dessert of boiled rice or cornstarch 
delicious. 

Cia bulletin says that the pressing grapes 
cold produces a light juice; heating them 
before pressing makes a red juice. Any one

Old Rale Is Revived to Fit Emergencies 
—Recalcitrant Pupils Are Held to 
Disturb Discipline — Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Lunsford Urges 


Amendment Day” and Distribute 
Literature, 


The school management committee of the 
board of education yesterday authorized 
principals to “lock out” all pupils partici- 
pating in a school “strike.” This action 
was taken on the discovery of a rule, long 
inoperative, giving the principals the right 
to suspend pupils disturbing discipline. 

“ Strikes’ were held to disturb discipline, 
and, consequently, on motion of Trustee R. 
A. White, Supt. Cooley was instructed to 
notify all principals to enforce the existing 
rules and’to suspend ali striking pupils. Such 
cases must at once be reported to Supt. 
Cooley. The rule provides that children must 
be regular and punctual in attendance and 
conduct themselves in an “ orderly and dig- 
nified ’’ manner in the streets near the school, 
Violation of any of these provisions may be 
punished by suspension from one day to a 
month. 

The action was taken as a result of Dr. 
Chvatal’s resolution prescribing allopathic 
cures for strikes. 


Asks Day for Charter. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Lunsford 
appeared before the committee and asked 
the committee to recommend that Friday, 
Nov. 4, be known in the public schools as

The sec- 
ond contest therefore was but an after- 
math, but there was no cessation of effort, 
which action accounts for the splendid 
tribute to the popularity of American league 
ball. It was a great evidence of the appre- 
ciation of the hard fight made by Griffith’s 
men that the bigger part of the immense 
crowd remained throughout thé second game.
